This  variety  was  not  recognized  until  last  year  -9^0 
as  differing  firom  the  regular  Noe  1,  The  differences  are  similar  to  those  that  distin- 
guish Noe  8 frcm  Noe  9,  representing  in  each  instance  the  before-and-after  of  extensive 
die  retooling  or  strengthening.

V^e  first  mentioned  a specimen  of  Noe  21  overstruck  upon  a^rnwca^Spiny  Tree  ^md^^in^ 
the  footnote  following  lot  5 of  o\ir  famous  offering  of  Colonial  and  Early  Ameidcan  coins 
sold  on  June  19,  19^8,  The  reverse  die  (Crosby  D)  used  for  this  lot  is  also  found  on  the 
rare  Spiny  Tree  Pine  Tree  sixpence,  Noe  felt  that  the  Spiny  Tree  Oak  Tree  shilling  was  the 
last  of  the  Oak  Tree  shillings,  and  that  this  reverse  must  have  cone  at  the  end  of  the  Oak

Tree  series  and  near  the  beginning  of  the  Pine  Tree  issues.  Obviously,  the  above  overstrike 
establishes  even  more  clearly  the  chronological  sequence  of  these  issues,  placing  the  Spiny 
Tree  Oak  Tree  shilling  first,  tlie  three  Oak  Tree  sixpence  with  the  Crosby  D reverse  (Noe 
Nos,  20,  21,  22)  next,  and  the  Spiny  Tree  Pine  Tree  sixpence  last  (but  the  fiMi»o^^e 
Pine  Tree  sixpence).  For  reasons  of  style  similarity,  we  can  safely  assume  ^taU^ted 
hiatus  occurred  between  these  issues.

The  Nelson  reference  is  to  "The  Coinage  of  Ireland  in  Copper,  Tin,  and  Pewter, " by 
Philip  Nelson,  M.D.,  which  first  appeaired  in  The  British  Nuaiismatic  Journal,  1903-190li 
(First  Series,  Vol.  l) . Dr.  Nelson  there  described  twelve  varieties  of  the  halfpenny  and 
two  of  the  farthing  (pps.  213-17),  illustrating  them  on  magnificent  collotype  plates  (Nos, 
V,  Vl) . Subsequently,  in  1905,  Nelson's  Journal  article  was  reprinted  in  book  form.  The 
Voce  Populi  series  is  described  on  pps.  h$-h9  of  the  hard  bound  Nelson  book  ivhile  the  plate 
numbers  are  the  same  as  those  earlier  used.  About  nine  years  ago,  Robert  A.  Vlack,  of  TJest 
Peabody,  Mass.,  published  a limited  number  of  8-|-xll"  photographic  plates  concerning  the 
Voce  Populi  coinage,  which  illustrated  fourteen  varieties  of  the  hali^enny  and  two  of  the 
farthing.

Exceptional  Variety  Collection  of  New  Jersey  Cents 
This  offering  consists  of  a group  put  together  some  years  ago  from  the  Dr.  Hall,  Carl 
V.'urtzbach,  Brand  collections,  with  additions  from  three  other  sources,  including  the  Boyd  estate. 
In  it  are  some  unusually  choice  coins  of  common  die  for  type  collectors,  and  some  extreme  rarities 
for  specialists. 

Over  ten  years  ago,  T*'alter  Breen  ably  prepared  a manuscript  on  the  series,  -with  the  col- 
laboration of  F,  C.  C,  Boyd.  Following  Fred  Boyd's  death  in  1958,  and  his  o-wn  move  to  California 
two  years  later,  Breen  temporarily  lost  interest  in  the  New  Jersey  coppers,  and  commenced  the  ex- 
ploration of  other  fields.  However,  Vial ter  Breen  has  renewed  his  interest  in  the  series,  and  is 
currently  bringing  his  manuscript  up  to  date,  having  been  encouraged  to  do  so  by  the  efforts  of 
V.'illard  C,  Blaisdell,  and  others,  to  collect  data  in  his  behalf,  'We  would,  of  course,  be  pleased 
to  hear  from  any  collectors  who  feel  that  they  might  have  specimens  of  interest  that  should  be  re- 
corded. 


Breen  devised  a nimbering  system  -which  was  to  a certain  extent  arbitrary  to  facilitate 
identification  of  the  mint  at  which  any  given  New  Jersey  cent  was  struck,  Breen's  sys-tem  was  de- 
liberately made  different  from  the  Maris  arrangement  so  as  to  eliminate  any  chance  of  confusion, 
and  it  was  clearly  conceived  to  allow  for  the  addition  of  any  new  varieties  that  might  be  dis- 
covered, Since  Breen  numbers  are  given  in  our  descriptions  together  with  Maris  numbers,  -vre  here- 
with append  a brief  tabular  rundown  giving  the  origin  of  each  variety  and  its  respective  identi- 
fying numbers.  The  rarity  rating  system  used  is  that  originated  by  Dr.  Yf.  H.  Sheldon,
